A Sanitary Distinotion. 


Messra A. 8, Watson and Company made: 
sn application to the Sanitary Board this 
afternoon for permeation to erect a water 
closet and o trough closet at No, 1 Stanley 
Street. Water for flushing purposes waa 
abtainable from an ‘existing well, from 
which it waa pumped into s.tank, . 

‘The Medical Officer of Health mincted 
that he did not favour the multiplication 
of water closets in the Colony, ‘Blocks of 
offices, Hotela and Clubs were, he thought,. 
tho places where the Board had decided to 
consider the question of granting permis- 
sion to orect wator closets, Ho considored 
that properly managed dry privios were 
safer, than wator closets. In any case tho
